 WHEREAS, the Board of Commissioners approved Resolution #386-

13 authorizing the receipt of the grant award; and 
 

WHEREAS, the grant award has been authorized for the period 
between January 1, 2013 through September 30, 2014 and OHS&JP has 

determined that an additional $104,000 in grant funding can be utilized to 

sustain juvenile justice and delinquency prevention initiatives in 2013; and 
 

WHEREAS, OHS&JP has requested supplemental appropriations in 
the amount of $104,000 for the Justice Programs Fund (2083) to be
